He would make it possible for the 
two houses to pass a measure over the 
President's veto by a majority instead of a 
two-thirds vote, and he says that the idea 
of a two-thirds vote was originally adopt- 
ed in the constitution because the people 
at that time were still clinging to English 
ideas.

Presentation Made Last Night. 


The Details In pull. 


The city of North Adam? received a 


magnificent gift last night at the hands 
of Mayor Albert C. Houghton, it being 
nothing less than the Sanford Blaekinton 
residence at the corner of Church and 
East Main streets, which is presented to 
the city as a memorial to Mayor Hough- 
ton's brother, Andrew Jackson Houghton 
of Boston, who died four years ago. Mr. 
Houghton purchased the property soon 
after the death of Mrs. Sanford Blackin- 
ton a few months since, and while there 
had been more or less speculation as to 
what disposition he would make of it, 
nothing was known of Mr. Houghton's 
plans until last night, when they were 
revealed as a happy surprise to the city 
council at its regular meeting. 


After the transaction of regular busi- 


ness Councilman Wilkinson,who was serv- 
ing as president pro tern, announced that 
he had received a personal communica- 
tion from the mayor to be submitted to 
the council. 
The communication was 


thereupon'read to the council by Clerk 
Brooker, as follows: 


The Communication. 


CITY HALL, Apr. 6,1898. 


MY DEAR ME. WILKINSON:—Sixty- 


seven-years ago, in the old homestead up 
in the valley of Stamford, Vt., my beloved 
brother, Andrew Jackson Houghton, was 
born. 


His early life was quiet and uneventful. 


His school days were passed at old Drury 
academy and many of the older citizens of. 
this city were his school-mates. 


His business in.later years called him 


away from these hills to crowded streets 
and busy marts, but the scenes of his early 
life and the friends of his youth were 
never forgotten. 


He was a man of simple tastes, plain in 


dress, of a sunny disposition, and had a 
warm and tender heart. 
A successful 


business career did not turn his head nor 
make him proud or arrogant. He died as 
he had lived, gentle, without guile, and a 
stanch and true friend. 


As the years went by he turned with 


increased affection towards his old home 
and his old friends of this city. With each 
successive visit he would inquire for each 
acquaintance by name and ask about 
their affairs. 


I feel that I can best honor his memory 


and carry out his wishes by giving to the 
inhabitants of this city the title deed o? 
the Blackinton residence as a memorial 
to him, Andrew Jackson Houghton, to be 
used solely for a public library and reading 
and historical rooms. 


May I ask you to present this matter to 


the city council for their consideration? 


I hope that this building will be

H. Siddons Mowbray as a Colorlst and 


Narrator on Canvas. 


In its April number, the New E ngland 


Magazine has an exceedingly interesting 
illustrated article on American artists en- 
titled "Later American Masters." It gives 
a very original picture of H. Biddons 
Mow- 


bray formerly of this city now of New 
York, representing him in a lounging 
pause in his work before the easel and 
speaks of him as follows: 


"In H. Siddons Mowbray we have a color- 


ist and a man of imagination, a wonderful 
narrator of fanciful tales, with ample 
knowledge and manual skill in the prac- 
tice of bis craft. Without further com- 
ment upon his abilities, let as try to dis- 
cover what there is in his pictures. He 
paints, we will say, for instance, a scene 
in an Oriental harem—painted, of course, 
from imagination. In this picture he is 
able to interpret the feelings of a new ar- 
rival—a sweet young girl, fresh and pretty 
—who is the evident object of the spiteful 
jealousy and venomous hate of the other 
wives; and he does this so well that the 
emotions of the harem are quite vividly 
laid bare to outside scrutiny.

with the impalpable textures of the rose 
leaf and the cobweb. In his color there is 
a sensuous sentiment, a refinement that is 
well-nigh voluptuous, and it hints at the 
azure and violet hues of fluttering insects' 
wings under the last pink rays of the set- 
ting sun. Linked with his strong love for 
the beautiful and the delicate and the 
dainty there is a complete conception of 
incident which is certain to make his pic- 
tures interesting. 


In fine, Mowbray is one of the few 


American painters who give va tlie visible 
realization of dreams, fantastic 
and 


sprightly tales of the wonder-world, in a 
gay and appetizing gamut of novel tones 
vouchsafed to few."

To 
be sure if a crime has been committed the 
quickness and certainty with which the 
perpetrator is apprehended ia a good test 
of the ability of the force.

He. honors himself and he honors them 
by this princely gift. 


He will be best pleased if others may be 


induced to follow his example.

public library and suitably inscribed, beds 
can be endowed in the North Adams Hos- 
pital and other benificent public gifts can 
be made that will serve far better to pre- 
serve the memories of departed loved 
ones than shafts of dull, cold marble.

Certain appointments, chiefly of a clerical 
character, are by law given to tbe heads 
of tho departments, and with these the 
president usually refuses to Interfere, 
though often urged to do so.

weight of the evidence as It is given by 
the Talmudio writers is to the effect that 
Gush is the person referred to by the old 
time mystery gleaners when they speak of 
the "ark born" man. The sacred books, 
ns well as the scores of Biblical uncyolopo- 
dias, handbooks of ancicjt history, clc., 
are silent on the subject. In a reprint of 
one of tho rnrn old "Saxon Chronicles" I 
find a clew to the mystery, and another 
slight bint in an explanatory note in Her- 
bert's "Kimrod." In tbo "Saxon Chroni- 
cles" the following occurs: "Bodwig was 
tho sou of Sheii), who was the son of Noah, 
and ho (Bcdwig) was born on the ark." 
Herbert's note in "Nlmrod," volume 3, 
page 37, says, ''Kybalo Is the ark, aud as 
Cush was begotten in the ark his posterity 
were in a peculiar sense descended from 
that ship." Although Herbert makes no 
direct reference to tho fact of Cush being 
actually born in tho ark, ho speaks of him 
In several places as "Cush, tbo ark born." 
The Talmudia writers discredit tho Bedwig 
etory, but deolaro that Cush was born on 
tho day that "God's covenant" (tho raiu- 
bow) first appeared.—St. Louis Republic,

rope to first find or "sight" Fire Island 
lighthouse. This is on a little sandy island 
near tho coast of Long Island. Besides tba 
lighthouse there is on this Island a signal 
arid telegraph station. When, therefore, 
tho liner steams in sight of i'iro Island 
light, she holstn two signals, one of wljioh 
tolls her name and the other tho welfare 
of those oil board. The operator then tele- 
graphs to tbo ship's agent in New York 
that she has bouu sighted and that all on 
hoard are well or arc otherwise.

REBELS VICTORIOUS 


Spaniards Suffer a Severe Defect 


Kear Cienfueg-oa. 


PATRIOTS USE EXPLOSIVE BULLETS 


Government Troops Low a Large Numbnr 


In Killed mid Wounded—Cuban* Took 


Them bjr Surprise—Conrl- 


IMartlal* at Mataozas. 


Havana, April 7.—Intelligence has 


reached this city that a fight has oc- 
curred among the hills around San 
Bias, near Cienfuegos, province of San- 
ta Clara, between the column com- 
manded by Col. Vasqnez and a body of 
insurgents. 
The latter occupied an 


elevated ]x>sition, which gave them a 
decided advantage over the Spaniards, 
who were taken by surprise. Tho 
troops claim that the rebels used ex- 
plosive bullets. However this may be, 
it is known that the Spanish were de- 
feated after a hot fig-lit, losing many 
killed and wounded. Among the lat- 
ter were Col. Vasquez and Lieut Hu- 
ron. At one time during the engage- 
ment the insurgents charged upon the 
troops with machetes, inflicting heavy 
losses. 
The official account of the 


fight says that the insurgents lost 
twenty-one killed and three wounded, 
while thu Spanish loss was sixteen 
wounded. The report says that the 
insurgents Swore defeated, but, like 
many other of the reports issued by 
the government, it is utterly unrelia- 
ble. The insurgents, as stated above, 
completely surprised the troops and 
utterly routed them. The newspapers 
here report that Gomez, with 4,000 
men, is going to the Siguanea valley. 
A court-martial held at Mantanzas has 
sentenced four prisoners of war to 
death. They are Timoteo Mesa, Jose 
Gonzalez, Raraou Gonzalez and Salus- 
tiano Frcsnoda. Twenty-four prison- 
ers were yesterday deported to the 
Isle of Fines, ten of them being con- 
victed of political offences, while the 
others were ordinary criminals. 


Flrod on a Spanish Gunboat. 


Havatm, April 7.—While the gunboat 


Alvarado was entering the port ot 
Marave, near Bar.acoa, province of 
Santiago de Cuba, she was fired on by 
rebel forces located on both shores of 
the bay. The gunboat replied, with 
what effect is not known. The firing 
was kepi up for two hours. One sailor 
was seriously wounded.

Ballington Booth issued a statement,

CUBANS ARE ELATED 


Satisfied with the Passage of the 


Belligerency Resolutions. 


SPAIN'S DOWNFALL AS ASSURED FACT 


Congressmen Laugh at the Idea of That 


Country Declaring War Against -Ha, 


Mr. Cleveland'* Course In Doubt. .. 


Spanish Press Comments. 


Washington, April 7.— The repre- 


sentatives of the Cuban insurgents are 
highly elated over the passage yester- 
day in the house of the senate Cuban 
belligerency resolutions, especially in 
view of the large majority—245 to 27— 
by which they were carried. Although 
they would have preferred the more 
radical resolutions passed by the house 
recently, they are still very well satis- 
fied. They claim that if President 
Cleveland will act favorably upon them 
that the downfall of the Spanish power 
in Cuba Is an assured fact. They say 
that tlie Cubans are sure to win their 
struggle, but that if the president lives 
up to the resolutions the end will be 
brought about much sooner. 
Almost 


simultaneously with the passage of 
the resolutions the news of the patriot 
victory near Cienfuegos came to add its 
quota to the general joy. 


War Not Expected. 


Notwithstanding the recent warlike 


utterances of the Spanish press, 
filled, as they were, with threats of 
vengeance should the United States 
recognize the belligerency of the 
Cubans, not one of the congressmen 
who were interviewed to-day seemed 
to have the least fear that the Spanish 
government would carry out the 
threats contained in the press of the 
country. They say that Spain knows 
too well the power of this coun- 
try to risk a war, and that, even if she 
were so minded, she would be unable 
to raise the necessary funds in any of 
the capitals of Europe. Besides, she 
already has her hands full with the 
war in Cuba and can spare neither the 
time nor the 
men in a conflict 


with 
a nation 
as 
powerful as 


the United States. The story pub- 
lished in a New York newspaper that 
a treaty has been entered into between 
England and Spain to declare war 
against the United States should there 
be any move made by this country 
looking to the independence of Cuba is 
likewise laughed at by those who are 
in a position to know. 


The President's Course in Doubt, 


What course the president will pur- 


sue in the matter is a matter of doubt. 
As the resolutions are concurrent, the 
president may utterly ignore them. 
He has done so in the case of similar 
resolutions anent the Armenian affair, 
which although passed by congress on 
January 20, have never, so far as 
knewn, been the subject of any diplo- 
matic correspondence between this and 
the Turkish government. If the Turk- 
ish government has been officially in- 
formed nothing has come of it. 


INDIGNATION IN SPAIN. 


The Press Contain Some Very Bellicose 


Comments. 


Madrid, April 7.—The newspapers 


here are deeply indignant, over the 
adoption by the American congress of 
the resolutions recognizing the bellig- 
erency of of the Cuban insurgents and 
their comments are very bellicose. 
They support the proposal that has 
been made to raise a national subscrip- 
tion for a volunteer fleet. The Heraldo 
declares that few 'Spaniards, except 
Senor de Lome, the Spanish minister 
at Washington, believe that President 
Cleveland will not recognize the in- 
surgents as belligerents. It adds that 
if the United States also means war 
with Spain the latter would prefer it 
to humiliation. 


THE RAILWAY TROUBLE.

THE HELLMC GAMES 


America's Representatives Win a 


Number of Events. 


GARRETTS PHENOMENAL THROW 


Be Hurls the Discus 89.13 Metres—MOM 


Than 40,OOO Persons Witness the 


Games—Awarding the 


Olive Crowns. 


Athens, April 7.—Yesterday began 


the 776th Olympiad, in which athletes 
from several countries participated. 
The Americans who took part in the 
games were the victors in several of 
the events, despite the fact that they 
have been here a very short timei and 
had little practice after their long 
ocean 
voyage. 
The weather was 


mild, but cloudy. Early in the morn- 
ing it was feared that the games would 
have to be postponed because of tha 
rain that fell Sunday, but later it was 
decided that the grounds within the 
Stadion were in sufficiently good con- 
dition to allow of the opening events 
taking place. More than 40,000 per- 
sons were admitted to the Stadion, in- 
cluding the king of Greece, the duke 
of Sparta, the crown prince; and other 
members of the royal family, the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic 
corps and 


many other prominent persons. These 
40,000, however, were not the only 
ones who witnessed the games. The 
Stadion has no roof and on each side of 
it rise hills from which a good view 
can be had within the walls. These 
hills were fairly black with spectators, 
thousands of whom were too poor to 
pay the small price of admission to the 
Stadion, but who were determined to 
see the revival of the ancient Greek 
festival. The sight was a remarkable 
one, and seldom has such interest and 
enthusiasm been displayed over any 
event iu the Grecian capital. 
The 


Americans who took part in the events 
appeared to be in excellent form, and 
they won their victories with much ap- 
parent ease. 


Some of the Events. 


For the discus throwing the follow- 


ing Americans were entered: Captain 
Robert Garrett of Princeton university 
and Eilery H. Clark of Harvard, a 
member of the Boston. Athletic associa- 
tion. Garrett woi», The first heat ol 
the 100 metre race was won by F. W. 
Lane of Princeton in 13 1-5 seconds. 
Szokoly, a Hungarian, was second. 
The second heat was won by T. P. 
Curtis of the Boston Athletic associa- 
tion, whose time Was 12 1-5 seconds, 
the same as Lane's. M. Chalkokondy- 
lis, an Athenian, was second. The 
third heat was won by T. F. Burke of 
the Boston Athletic association in 11 4-5 
seconds. 
Hoffman, a German, was 


second. In the hop, step and jump 
Connelly covered 13 7-10 metres. Tuf- 
feri, a Frenchman, was second. In the 
first heat of the 400 metres race H. B. 
Jamison of Princeton was first and the 
German, Hoffman, second. The second 
heat was won by Berne, an English- 
man, with Gimolin second. The first 
heat of the 860 metre race was won by 
Flack, an Austrian, Lermusiaux, a 
Frenchman, won the second heat. All 
the finals will be run on Friday. 


Garrett's Phenomenal Throw. 


Garrett's throw was considered some- 


thing phenomenal by the spectators. 
He threw the discus 29.13 metres, de- 
feating the Greek champion, Paraske- 
vopoules, by 19 centimetre!. The win- 
ners in the several events were cordi- 
ally applauded. 
Everything passed 


off without a hitch, and the revival <rt 
the games has been most successful. • 


Awarding: the Olive Crowns. 


The progress of the games will be 


better understood by remembering 
that 100 metres are nearly equivalent 
to 109 yards and 400 metres to 437 
yards. The distance between Mara- 
thon and Athens is about twenty- 
eight miles. While the complicated 
pentathlon, to win which was the chief 
glory of the Olympic games, is not re- 
vived, there will be medals for all- 
round excellence. In order to seeure 
the olive crown in the ancient event 
one was compelled to excel at once in 
leaping, runiJing, javelin throwing, 
throwing the quoit and wrestling. The 
olive crowns that will be awarded to 
the victors will be made from material 
furnished from the same grove from 
which were taken the leaves and sprigs 
that formed the crowns of victory 
given to the victors more than fifteen 
centuries ago.

THE BLACK PLAGUE IN CHINA.

Gen. Harrison Wedded Last Kvon- 


1ns to Mrs. Dlmmiok. 


A VERY UNPRETENTIOUS CEREMONY 


Only Thirty-six Witnesses—The Groom's 


Gift to the Bride—Not Many Curiosity 


Seekers at the Church Door- 


Tile llrldal Gown. 


New York, April 7. —Perhaps as sim- 


ple a wedding as has been wit- 
nessed within the sacred walls of St. 
Thomas' church was solemnized half 
an hour before 0 o'clock last evening, 
when Gen. Harrison, twenty-third 
president of the United States, entered 
into the holy bonds of wedlock with 
Mrs. Mary Scott Lord Dirnmick. Not 
one of the thirty-six favored witnesses 
of the ceremony could fail to have 
been impressed with its singular unpre- 
tentionsness. Both the bride and groom 
declared that this was a private affair 
of their own, and they set about and 
conducted it as best befitting their 
tastes. The assembled crowd outside 
tho church showed the interest the 
public had in the affair. 
Secrecy as to 


the exact hour of the ceremony had 
been carefully maintained, which, in a 
measure, served to check the growth 
of the curious. Then, too, the weather 
was not inviting enough, even to the 
curious, to attract as great a mass as 
was feared. 


Tlie Church Decorations. 


The chancel of St. Thomas' church 


was handsomely 
decorated 
with 


flowers. 
The decorations consisted 


chiefly of white lilacs, Easter lilies and 
evergreens. On either side of the chan- 
cel were umbrella-shaped banks com- 
posed of white lilies. Behind each of 
these floral pieces was a bank of lilies, 
with a background of palms and ever- 
greens. 
Near the spot where Gen. 


Harrison and his bride stood were two 
large vases of lilacs. 
Lilies were 


tied on the pews with broad white 
satin ribbons. 


The Guests. 


The guests began to arrive at the 


church shortly before 5 o'clock. As 
they entered they were received by the 
two ushers, V. F. Tibbott and Daniel 
M. RamsdelL Mrs. John F. Parker, the 
bride's sister, occupied a front pew on 
the left, and Mr. and Mrs. Pinchot, 
the one on the right. 
Behind Mrs. 


Parker sat Gov. Morton and Col. Mar- 
vin, his military private secretary. In 
the succeeding pews were Senator and 
Mrs. Stephen B. Elkins, ex-secretary of 
state John W. Foster and Mrs. Foster, 
ex-attorney general W. I. Miller and 
Mrs, Miller and George W. Boyd of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. In pews back 
of Mr. and Mrs. Pinchot sat relatives 
and friends of the bride. They were 
Major and Mrs. Richard Parker, Chan- 
cellor and Mrs. MeGill, the Misses 
Dimmick and Mrs. Briggs, Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Leeds, Norman Leeds and the 


Misses Leeds, Mr. and Mrs. Broughton 
and Miss Lambert, Gen. and 
Mrs. 


Fitz John Porter and the Misses Por- 
ter. 


Arrival of the Bride and Groom. 


It was just 5 o'clock when Gen. Har- 


rison and Gen. Benj. F. Tracy, his best 
man, entered a carriage at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel and started for the 
church, where they arrived at 5:19 
o'clock. They entered through the 
rector's residence on Fifty-third street 
and went directly to the vestry, where 
they awaited the arrival of the bride. 
Gen, Harrison wore a long frock coat, 
dark trousers and white gloves. In the 
lapel of his coat was a buttonniere of 
lilies of the valley. Gen. Tracy wore 
• frock coat and striped trousers, and 
a small bouquet of white violets. At 
B:05 o'clock Mrs. Dimmick and her 
brother-in-law, Lieut. John F. Parker, 
U. S. N., were driven from their resi- 
dence, 40 East Thirty-eighth street, and 
reached the church at 5:18 o'clock. 
They entered by the main door on Fifth 
avenue and went direct to the tower 
room to the left of the vestibule, where 
wraps and coats were discarded. It 
was 5:33 o'clock when the two large 
doors leading to the centre aisle were 
thrown aside and the ushers, side by 
side, stood in the passage way. At the 
same moment, Dr. J. Wesley Brown, 
the officiating clergyman, robed in a 
white cassock, appeared from the ves- 
try followed by the sexton. The rev- 
erend doctor pas!*d in behind the 
sanctuary rail, the attendaut closing 
the gates after him. 


The Bride Thoroughly Composed. 


Dr. Brown knelt in prayer a few mo- 


ments, and then the ever popular 
strains of "Lohengrin" burst forth, 
and re-echoed back from the empty 
stalls with double volume. Then the 
door leading to the vestry on the left 
of the altar opened and the silvery 
locks of Generals Harrison and Tracy 
were seen. There was an awkward 
pause for a minute and the assemblage 
looked interestingly, first at the altar 
and then at the rear entrance. Finally, 
at 5:33 o'clock, the bride appeared and 
fell in behind the ushers. At the same 
moment the minister nodded his head, 
signalling the groom to step forward. 
Sen. Harrison and his best man at 
once came forward and stood upon the 
top chancel step. The left hand of the 
general was bared and lie carried in 
his right the left hand glove. Immedi- 
ately the bridal procession was begun. 
The two ushers walked well forward 
and took a position on the second chan- 
cel step. The bride, leaning upon the 
arm of her brother-in-law, Lieut. Par- 
ker, with head erect and thoroughly 
composed, followed. 


The Ceremony. 


As the bridal party approached the 


chancel, Gen. Harrison came down the 
steps to the floor to receive his bride. 
With a frank movement, she extended 
her right hand which the groom 
clasped in his left. Then the coupla 
marched up the step to the centra of 
the altar, where they knelt a moment 
in prayer. 
Gen. Tracy and Lieut. 


Parker followed, the former standing 
to the right of the groom and the 
lieutenant to the left of the bride. It 
was a pretty picture, beautiful in its 
simplicity. 
The reading of the Pro- 


testant Episcopal ceremony was at 
once begun. Both faced the minister 
and listened intently to his words. 
When the usual question was pro- 
pounded to the groom "wilt thou have 
this woman to be thy wedded wife," 
etc., the general responded in subdued, 
almost inaudible tones. 
When the 


she answered in a clear musical voice. 
In response to the question: "Who 
giveth this woman to be married to 
this man?" Lieut. Parker stepped for- 
ward. Taking the bride's right hand 
he placed it in the general's left. The 
minister smiled pleasantly, took Mrs. 
Dimmigk's hand back from the gen- 
eral's and motioned the lieutenant to 
place it in his (the minister's) hand. 
Mr. Parker complied, and then the 
groom made the usual promise that "I 
plight thce my troth," the bride in 
turn making the same vow. 


Wedding; Procession. 


As the minister uttered the words: 


"Those whom God hath joined to- 
gether, let no man put asunder," bride 
and groom turned about and faced 
each other. The final words that made 
Gen. Harrison and Mrs. Dimmick one 
were pronounced at seventeen minutes 
to 6 o'clack. Dr. Brown shook hands 
with both and offered his warm con- 
gratulations. 
Tho ex-president then 


extended his right arm to his newly 
made bride and, to the soft strains of 
the "Tannhauser Wedding March" 
they filed down the aisle. They were 
immediately followed by the ushers. 
Next came Lieut Parker. 
As he 


reached the front pew to the left he 
gave his arm to Mrs Parker, who stood 
awaiting him. Gen Tracy followed, 
lie taking Mrs. Pinchot from the first 
pew on the right In this order the 
wedding procession marched down the 
aisle, the guests following behind. On 
reaching the vestibule, the party re- 
tired to the tower room, where wraps 
and coats were donned. 


Off for Indianapolis. 


Gen. 
Harrison's face bore a calm, 


satisfied expression, but a change had 
taken place in his appearance. He had 
evidently put himself in his barber's 
hands during the day, and ]ii-% looks 
were somewhat altered. His Ix-ard 
had been closely trimmed on both sides 
and consiierable cut away from the 
chin. It made quite a difference in the 
general's 
make-up, giving him a 


younger appearance. The bridal party 
was driven to the residence of Mrs. 
Pinchot, where light rufreshrnentS| 
wero served. 
Here the bride and 


groom donned their traveling attire. 
Soon after 7 o'clock the party re- 
entered their carriages and were taken 
to the Pennsylvania railroad station in 
Jersey City. They boarded the private 
car of vice-president Frank Thomson, 
which was coupled to the regular 7:30 
p. m. train west, and the bride and 
groom left at once f«r Indianapolis. 
Some of the party accompanied Mr. 
and Mrs. Harrison as far as Philadel- 
phia, and participated in the wedding 
supper, which was served aboard the 
ear. 
Where They Will Spend the Honeymoon. 


The honeymoon will be spent in Gen. 


Harrison's home in Indianapolis, which 
has been refitted and renovated for 
the occasion. Later the couple will 
go to the Adirondack mountains, where 
a pottage has been prepared for them 
at First lake in the Fulton chain. 


The Bride's Gown. 


The bride, instead of carrying a bou- 


quet, held an ivory prayer book in her 
hand. 
Mrs. Dimmick wore a gown 


selected with rare good taste. The 
material is a novel fabric of pearl gray. 
The skirt is of extra long cut in the 
front and falls in drapingfc to a demi- 
train very much fluted. The train is 
daintily stiffened with satin and linen. 
tAlong the edge is a pretty design of 
old lace. The bodice is cat with a high 
nock 
and 
is 
profusely 
trimmed 


with old lloniton lace. This lace has 
been an heirloom in the Lord family 
for years. The costume is enlivened 
liy a turquoise blue velvet stock and 
bows. Thu under bodice is of white 
chiffon, over which is a Louis XVI. 
coat. The rovers are broader than 
usual at the neck and shoulders. The 
combination made a dazzling picture, 
lu the back the coat ends in regulation 
tabs. It is lined with a lighter silk. 
The sleeves are great petals of dress 
material, full at the shoulder and ta- 
pering to the forearm.

Its history dates back to the war 
of the rebellion, and Gen. Tracy is said 
to have long desired to possess it.

AHLWARDT MOBBED.
